The Antichrist Must Be Revealed 





“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, 
except there come a falling away first, 
and that man of sin be revealed, the 
son of perdition.” 

Paul seems to indicate that some 
were looking for Christ’s return in the 
early days, during Paul’s. day. Paul 
set them right about this, stating that 
they should not be troubled by some 
spirit that was trying to make them 
believe that the time was up for 
Christ’s return. Perhaps some one had 
seen a vision that Christ’s coming was 
at hand. He gave them to understand 
that they should pay no attention to 
such spirits unless they correspond to 
the Word. The Holy Spirit and the 
Word agrees. 


They were also to pay-no attention 
to a statement from anyone if they 
should say, that Paul said, Christ’s 
coming is near. or even if they should 
receive a letter supposed to have been 
written by Paul, saying, “Christ’s com- 
ing is at hand.” They were to believe 
it not because according to the Word 
of God many things are to take place 
before the return of Christ. One very 
prominent thing which is to precede 
His coming is the falling away from 
Christianity, and this is to continue 
until the son of perdition is revealed. 

While it is true that Christianity 
wanned from Paul’s day right on un- 
til it was swallowed up in Catholicism, 
but it took a rise in the days of the 
early reformers. Tens of thousands 
through the aid of the Christian de- 
nominations have espoused the Chris- 
tian religion by repentence and faith 
in Christ. Also thousands accepted the 
deeper experiences of grace cailed 
sanctification through the Weslyan 
teaching of Methodism, but alas today 
it is alarming to see the thousands of 
bright young men and young women 
turn from the religion of their fathers 
and mothers to accept the doctrine of 
atheism and pantheism, these cults 
being fed by the doctrine of evolu- 
tion. It is amazing how rapidly these 
doctrines are gaining adherants. 

Also with these there is an ally 
known as spiritualism.

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PREACHER 


Q. C. DUNAWAY 

The beginning of days had glorious» 
ly dawned; man and woman had start- 
ed out on life’s rough journey. Many 
people kad appeared on the shores of 
time before the call of preaching was 
ever mentioned. Noah was the first 
preacher whom we have any record of. 
He was known as a preacher of right- 
eousness. He being the first to whom 
this stupendous call was given, was 
captivated by lust and was made 
drunk whick brought disgust upon that 
family, hence we cannot say he was 
an ideal preacher. 





As it would require an immense siz- 
ed volume to write on this text as I 
should, f will not-think to put the 
whole in our paper, but will only give 
a few features of what the _ Ideal 
Preacher is. First ig refinement, note 
there are a number of preachers in the 
world who need culture. We hear min- 
isters who are not cultured, speak 
harshly against education and _ refine- 
ment. Education I think puts the 
finishing touch on preaching if it is 
used correctly. It is most beneficial 
if it can be used for a divine purpose. 
Second, is neatness. We hear it often 
said of some, you are proud, certainly 
there are ministers who are proud, 
but the majority today are not proud 
enough. When I hear a man speaking 
of some one being proud because he 
cuts his ‘air twice a week, shaves 
every other day, washes his face 
twice a day, shines his shoes fre- 
quently, has his suit pressed, are often 
spoken of as being too proud. Then 
I see Mr. Proud Fighter walk up with 
his hair down over his ears, down his 
neck over his collor, his beard one 
and one quarter of an _ inch long, 
his shoes all scarred over, his trous- 
ers not pressed, ete. Then I wonder is 
this pride or is it just ignorance and 
nonsense (or no sense). Taking care 
of ourselves and attending to our own 
business shows no indication of our 
pride whatever, because we see a man 
going along in a fine car or sailing 
in an aeroplane is no sign he is an en- 
emy to alt who have no convenience 
of that nature. 

Third is wisdom. For a preacher to 
be ideal he must use wisdom in his 
ministry. There are some ministers 
who are narrow in their wisdom in 
preaching. They use some points un- 
necessary Below are given some 
items of this question, (some speak 
of it as obby horses) as follows: 
When speaking of fashions and styles 
some, I fes] safe in saying, go too far. 
I heard of one preacher once who 
preached 90 abruptly against ladies 
bobbing their hair until a number of 
this party were offended and went 
amiss, and too others who are not 
saints. He also preacned about dresses 
with short sleeves, paint, pc*vder, 
wearing zlasses, ete. I have’ been 
slightly informed of some preachers 
who spoke almost as_ ridiculous on 
these lines. 

I was cautioned by a young friend 
of mine once to never try to count 
the biddies before the eggs hatched. 
I think my suggestion would be, to 
first go into the forest of the fields 
of life, ent deep into the trees of men 
with our gospel ax, do the work per- 
fectly, be sure to cut the tree deep 
enough for the truth which is sown 
therein to have effect, and I will as- 
sure any preacher in just a few days 
he will see the old fruits delapidating 
ang the right things taking their 
stead. 

The next phase of our ideal preach- 
er is abhorence of jealousness. We al- 
so have a few jealous ministers. There 
is criticism among our preachers. I 
fee} safe in saying there are some 
preachers who would be proud if oth- 
er preachers would discontinue their 
ministery. I think this is a very sad 
plight in which to be situated, but we 
should concurr with Moses. I would 
all the Lord’s people were prophets, 
ete. I am proud of good preachers. 
Some pastors seldom say anything 
about any other preacher coming their 
way and preaching. I presume they 
might have two motives for this, first 
they might be afraid of some better 
preacher arriving and putting him out 
of his job or he might be uneasy that 
he will get a nickel or dime which he 
would be impeded in receiving. 

I was in one young man’s service 
onee who never as much asked me to 
introduce the praise service. I had by 
chance preached in his church once. 
It might probably have been he was 
jealous and was afraid of me rolling 
him (as some say) of his pastorship. 
Poor boy, I hope he was not that in- 
ert because as the negro says “Me’s a 
good little boy.” 

As there are other lessons to con- 
sider I must travel on. Next in view is 
Gpiritual Pride: only a few hints on 
this because it will suffice I suppose. 
Pride goeth before destruction and a 
haughty spirit before a fall saith the 
wise man. T am a wise preacher, some 
one might say. See some man step be- 
fore the mirrow smile at  himselt 
thrice, turn around to his wife and 
question aint I “poorty?” His wife 
to please him answers, yes Charlie 
“noortiest” thing on de place. Charlie 
skips out of the house, runs down the 
lane shouting what his wife had re- 
marked. When some _ preachers are 
bragged on they almost run away. 
What I mean by this is that he tries 


You hear 
some say, I am glad I am not as sorry 
a preacher as he or as you.
